S.C GOVERNOR REVEALS HE’S HAVING AN AFFAIR 


Associated Press 

COLUMBIA, S.C. Gov, Mark Sanford admit- 
ted Wednesday he’s been having an affair 
with a woman he visited on a secret trip to 
Argentina and said he’ll resign as head of 
the Republican Governors Association, 

Sanford, a rumored 2012 presidential 
candidate, refused to say whether he’ll 
leave office, 

“I’ve let down a lot of people, that’s the 
bottom line,” Sanford said at a news con- 
ference, He said he’s known the woman 
about eight years, but their relationship 
turned into something more a year ago 
while he was on an economic development 
trip to Argentina, 

Sanford, a 49 -year-old father of four, 
choked up during remarks to reporters. He 
said his wife has known about the affair for 
the last five months, 

Sanford revealed Wednesday morning 
that he’d gone to Argentina for a seven-day 
trip. For two days after reporters starting 
asking questions, his office had said he had 
gone hiking on the Appalachian Trial, 


Meanwhile, First Lady Jenny Sanford 
had told The Associated Press she did not 
know where her husband went for the 
Father’s Day weekend. 

First elected governor in 2002, the for- 
mer real estate developer has more than 
year remaining in his second term and is 
barred by state law from running again, 

A former three-term congressman, 
Sanford most recently snared headlines 
for his unsuccessful fight to turn aside 
federal stimulus cash for his state’s 
schools. His vocal battle against the 
Obama administration— and libertarian, 
small-government leanings —won praise 
from conservative pundits. Ultimately, 
a state court order required him to take 
the money, 

Sanford’s announcement came a day 
after another prominent Republican, Sen, 
John Ensign of Nevada, apologized to his 
GOP Senate colleagues after revealing last 
week that he had an affair with a campaign 
staffer and was resigning from the GOP 
leadership. 


BACKGROUND 

Mark Sanford was born May 
28, 1960, in Ft Lauderdale, 
the eldest of four siblings. 

He earned a bachelor’s 
degree in business from 
Furman University in 1983 
and a master’s of business 
administration from the 
University of Virginia in 1988. 

After working for a couple 
of years in the financial world 
in New York, he returned to 
South Carolina and said he 
was shaped by his summers 
working on the family 
plantation. He served in the U.S. 
House for three terms before 
honoring a term limits pledge 
and leaving office in 2001. 

In 2002, he defeated 
incumbent Democrat Jim 
Hodges by 4 percentage points 
to become governor and won 
re-election in 2006, beating 
Democratic state Sen. Tommy 
Moore.

On a busy street in South Shore, some 15 miles 
south of the bustle of Boystown, sits one of 
the oldest— possibly the oldest— gay bars in 
Chicago. 

Nestled between a bank parking lot and a 
beauty salon, the Jeffrey Pub, a gay bar since 
1965, beckons with two rainbow-striped martini 
glasses on its marquee. Once buzzed inside, 
visitors find rainbow flags hanging from the walls, 
carnival masks dangling from the ceiling, a disco 
ball above the dance floor and, beside the shot 
glasses, a glass bowl filled with free condoms. In 
the window, an illuminated sign glows “Pride.” 

The Jeffrey Pub plans to trumpet its pride 
louder than ever on Sunday, when it will send 
a 30 -foot float down Lakeview’s streets for the 
40th annual Pride Parade— the first time the 
bar has had a float in the parade. 

“We just want to let people know that 
the South Side is here and it’s vibrant,” said 
Roberaiste Warden, director of health and 
public relations for the Jeffrey Pub and a patron 
of the bar for 34 years. 

The Jeffrey Pub isn’t alone in hoping to boost 
the visibility of the South Side gay community

Though Chicago’s gay scene has long been 
concentrated on the North Side, particularly 
the stretches of Lakeview with the rainbow 
pylons officially designating Boystown, the 
South Side has a stable gay population that 
seeks the resources to stay and thrive within its 
own culture and neighborhoods. 

“The perception certainly is that you have to 
go north for certain activities,” said Kim Hunt, 
executive director of Affinity, a 14-year-old 
nonprofit based in Hyde Park that organizes 



programs for African-American lesbians and 
bisexual women. “Many people aren’t aware of 
some of the activities that go on on the South 
Side.” 

Several organizations recently launched new 
initiatives to serve the South Side gay community 
which they say needs more resources. 

Affinity is accepting applications for mentors 
and fellows to take part in its new Youth 
Leadership Institute, which aims to train four 
women aged 18 to 24 in community organizing 
in hopes of creating new leaders to bring fresh 
and under-represented perspectives to LGBTQ 
and social justice organizations. Hunt said. 

PFLAG, a national nonprofit for parents, 
families and friends of lesbians and gays, started 
a South Side chapter in March after Peter Ji, 
president of PFLAG Northern Illinois, said 
he was getting two calls a month from South 
Siders with questions about how to understand 
and support their gay kids. 

“People didn’t really have a space to talk 
about being a parent of a gay child,” Ji said, and 
many people couldn’t make it to the North Side 
for the Chicago PFLAG meetings. 
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A choice 
for black 
gay pride 


When the 'Youth Pride Center, a Chicago 
nonprofit that organizes activities for 
LGBTQ youth of color, opened a satellite 
location in the Hyde Park Neighborhood 
Club this spring, it saw its membership 
triple, to 291 kids, said center founder 
Francisco Walker. 

A common challenge for youth in the 
program is family acceptance, and some 
have been turned out of their homes. Walker 
said. Some also have faced harassment on 
the streets. Walker said that since February, 
eight kids from YPC have told him they 
were harassed near the Red Line stop at 
95th Street and the Dan Ryan, apparently 
because of their sexual orientation. 

Of course, stigma and violence against 
gays happens throughout the city Of the 
eight sexual orientation-related hate crimes 
reported from January through May of 
this year, six were on the North Side and 
two were on the South Side, according to 
Norman White of the Chicago Commission 
on Human Relations. 

Many gay South Side residents are happy 


shuttling back and forth between the North 
and South sides to take advantage of what 
each part of the city has to offer. 

Tarron Martin, 27, who lives in Chatham 
and bartends at Jeffrey Pub, said he prefers 
socializing in Boystown because “there’s a 
lot more energy and more to do.” He said it 
takes him 15 minutes by car to zip up Lake 
Shore Drive. 

But Tahesha Streeter, 29, said she did the 
North Side gay scene when she was younger 
and is over it. 

“I didn’t like the rowdy parts, and there 
were a lot of fights,” said Streeter, who 
lives in South Shore and is head bartender 
at Jeffrey Pub, which hosts drag shows and 
poetry slams. “Why commute all the way up 
north when you can have a great time right 
here?” 

There aren’t many gay bars on the South 
Side. Near the Jeffrey Pub is the 13-year- 
old Club Escape, which primarily serves 
black gay men with drag nights four nights 
a week and bid whist, a card game, the 
other three. In Englewood, event promoter 


KC Productions for the past 20 years has 
held gay nights at the Taste Entertainment 
Center on Eridays and Sundays, drawing a 
largely lesbian crowd. 

InnExile, a video bar on an industrial 
corridor near Midway, is among a smattering 
of gay bars on the Southwest Side of the city 
Owner Kelly Eitzgerald said he opened it in 
1987 to bring something “more edgy” to the 
South Side because “we were losing a lot 
of our young gay community to the North 
Side.” 

InnExile bartender Myke Kagan, 25, said 
that though he wishes there were more 
gay establishments in the neighborhood, 
he prefers the South Side gay scene to the 
North Side because it’s more laid back. 

Kagan, who lives in Worth in the 
southwest suburbs, said he finds it satisfying 
to live an openly gay lifestyle in a mostly 
straight community 

“I can walk around holding my boyfriend’s 
hand here and no one’s saying anything,” 
Kagan said. “That’s awesome.”

One of the biggest gay 
events on the South Side is 
next week’s black pride cel- 
ebration, which takes place 
July 1-6 and is marking its 
loth anniversary 

Because of a rift two 
years ago among organiz- 
ers, there are now two fes- 
tivals— Windy City Black 
Pride and Chicago Windy 
City Black Pride-SGL (SGL 
stands for “same-gender 
loving”)— that hold parties, 
concerts, health workshops and poetry slams at 
venues throughout the city The organizations’ main 
festivals are July 5 at Sherman Park (1301 W 52nd St.) 
and Rainbow Beach (77th Street), respectively 
Some people are disheartened that Chicago 
has a black pride celebration that’s separate from 
the mainstream pride festivities, saying it drives a 
wedge between black and white gay communities. 

“Moving from 'Virginia, I really thought Chicago 
would be one of the better places for the gay com- 
munity,” said Tommy Bennett, national director of 
community affairs for Rainbow PUSH Coalition 
and an officer with the Chicago Black Gay Men’s 
Caucus. “I can’t understand why we can’t just have 
a gay pride and include all races.” 

But Charles Nelson, president of Chicago 
Windy City Black Pride-SGL, said many African- 
Americans feel “not included or visible” in the 
mainstream pride festivities outside of Sunday’s 
parade. Black pride has “become a real powerful 
tool so that we have a bigger say in how we express 
our sexuality,” Nelson said. 

Black pride also helps rally the black commu- 
nity around steep challenges it faces, including the 
high rate of HI V among black gay men, said Keith 
McCoy treasurer of Windy City Black Pride. 

A study by the Chicago Department on Public 
Health tested the HIV status of 570 men who have 
sex with men (MSM), and found that 30 percent of 
black MSM were HIV positive, compared to 17 per- 
cent of the total sample. Sixty-six percent of black 
MSM were unaware of their HIV status, compared 
to 50 percent of the total sample, according to the 
report, which was released last month. 

Holding pride events on the South and West 
sides helps raise LGBTQ awareness, McCoy said. 
Still, he emphasized, the aim isn’t to segregate. 

“We’re part of the gay pride parade {in 
Lakeview], and it’s important that we not separate 
ourselves from the community up north,” McCoy

Sears Tower revamp 

Owners say they want to build luxury hotel, give building a ‘green’ face-lift

Despite the glut of hotel rooms and declin- 
ing consumer demand, the owners of Sears 
Tower have unveiled an ambitious project to 
build a luxury hotel adjacent to the landmark 
skyscraper. 

As part of the plan announced Wednesday, 
the no -story office building would undergo a 
$350 million environmental face-lift designed 
to reduce electricity use by up to 80 percent. 
The owners hope Sears Tower’s green efforts, 
including solar panels and possibly wind tur- 
bines, would supply all the power needed 
for the 50 -story, 500 -room luxury hotel at 
Wacker Drive and Jackson Boulevard. 

Financed by private funds, the hotel would 
draw “net zero energy from the power grid,” 
said John Huston of American Landmark 
Properties, representing the partnership that 
owns Sears Tower. He said the owners also 
were looking at public funding options. 

The five-star hotel would be designed by 
high-profile Chicago architects Adrian Smith 


and Gordon Gill. Smith is the chief designer 
of the Trump International Hotel & Tower, 
the tallest American skyscraper since Sears 
Tower. 

Huston said the hotel would open in 3 Vz to 
5 years; the tower project would take about 
five years and could begin as soon as next 
spring, he added. 

Mark Eble, Midwest vice president of 
hotel consultant PKF Consulting, said it’s 
too soon to say how popular green lodging 
would be with travelers or predict how the 
hotel might fare in the competitive Chicago 
marketplace. 

“Is the Sears Tower location a good loca- 
tion for a hotel?” Eble said. “Hotels have to 
fill up seven days a week. Does anyone want 
to stay there on the weekends?” 

Huston said he believes there is a need for a 
five-star hotel in the West Loop and said the 
project is forward-looking. “We are not build- 
ing a hotel for today’s market.” 

The announcement comes amid the worst 


downturn in the hotel industry since the Sept. 
II, 2001, terrorist attacks. 

Chicago hotel occupancy and average 
daily room rates have posted double-digit 
percentage drops over the first four months 
of this year compared with the same period 
last year. At the same time, the city’s supply 
of hotel rooms is rising. This year alone, four 
new hotels— plus rooms that will join the 
inventory at Trump International— will add 
989 rooms to the downtown Chicago market. 

Despite previous news reports that Sears 
Tower’s exterior might be outfitted in an 
energy-saving silver skin, Huston said the 
modernization project does not call for 
changing the appearance of the building. 

Sears Tower faces other changes. In March, 
London-based insurance broker Willis Group 
Holdings Ltd. announced plans to move into 
the building and acquire the naming rights 
to the tower. The Willis Tower dedication is 
slated for July

CTA President Richard Rodriguez dodged ques- 
tions Wednesday on the severity of threatened 
service cuts needed to close a budget deficit, 
but the cutbacks will take effect by late summer 
or fall, regional transit 
officials said. 

Rodriguez conspic- 
uously avoided the 
touchy subject while 
delivering a standard 
speech about the CTA 
to the City Club of 
Chicago. 

But afterward, ques- Rodriguez 
tioned by reporters, 

Rodriguez said the CTA will act quickly once 
the Regional Transportation Authority votes 
on funding reductions to the CTA, Metra and 
Pace, due to plummeting tax collections. The 
RTAvote is scheduled for Thursday 

Rodriguez said he will scour CTA operations 
for more internal cuts to ease a $35 million reduc- 
tion in public funding, which follows a $155 mil- 
lion funding cut just several months ago. 

But he reaffirmed that some level of service 
cuts will likely be necessary to close the budget 

gap- 

Asked if service cuts were coming, Rodriguez 
said, “That’s what it appears like.” 

“I can’t necessarily stand here and say that 
specific routes are going to be eliminated or 
weekend service is going to be eliminated. 
We have to take a look at who is going to be 
impacted, who is more transit-dependent and 
where we can afford to basically reduce service 
and not necessarily eliminate service.” 

But he also said: “I think we have other 
options {than service cuts]. I don’t necessarily 
want to rule out service reductions. But when 
that letter was written to the RTA, there was 
no set number in place {in terms of the RTA 
funding decrease].”

Auto dealer Rohrman sues plastic surgeon 


A Chicagoland auto dealer known for his TV 
ads is suing a plastic surgeon for stealing the 
romantic interest of his estranged wife. 

Bob Rohrman, president and owner of 
Rohrman Auto Group, which he claims 
is the 22nd largest dealership group in the 
country, filed a lawsuit in DuPage County 
last week against Dr. Sami Bittar, a plas- 
tic surgeon with offices in Chicago and La 
Grange. 

Rohrman contends that Bittar “solicited 
and initiated a romantic and sexual relation- 
ship” with his wife, Ronda. 

Bob and Ronda were married on Dec. 


28, 2002, in a “lavish wedding ceremony” in 
Kauai, Hawaii, according to the lawsuit. 

The lawsuit claims that Bittar met the 
couple when an unnamed family member 
was undergoing plastic surgery in early 
2008. 

Bob Rohrman contends that beginning in 
April 2008, Bittar bought Ronda expensive 
gifts, took her on dates to expensive restau- 
rants and engaged in “sexual relations with 
Ronda on multiple occasions and in multiple 
locations.” 

“My wife’s meretricious affair with the 
doctor came as a great surprise to me, and I 


have no doubt it was initiated and facilitat- 
ed by Dr. Bittar,” said Rohrman in a news 
release from his attorney, Enrico Mirabelli. 
“It is with much regret that I was forced 
to exert my legal rights against the doctor, 
but his pursuit of my wife and alienation of 
her affection for me was more than I would 
tolerate.” 

Bob Rohrman filed for divorce on June 
23, 2008, in Tippecanoe County, Ind.; 
while Ronda Rohrman filed for divorce 
on April 29 of this year in DuPage County 
Bob Rohrman also owns dealerships in

Weak economy will zap 
holiday trips, AAA says 


Fewer people will be traveling this 4th of July 
holiday, auto club AAA said Wednesday, even 
though gasoline is far cheaper this year and 
pump prices have begun to fall even more. 

AAA said it expects 37.1 million travelers— 
12 percent of the U.S. population— to take a 
trip of 50 miles or more away from home this 
year, a decrease of 1.9 percent from last year. 

AAA blames the decline on uncertainty 
over the economy, particularly the rising 
unemployment rate and sagging personal 
incomes. 

Gasoline prices rose every day for nearly two

months, but began to fall on Monday Gas at 
this time last year cost more than $4. National 
average pump prices are 34 percent lower now 
at about $2.68. 

The decline is not as bad as last year when 
travel fell 10.5 percent. In fact, this year’s holi- 


day travel will be bolstered by people who did 
not travel last year and now are returning to 
more typical spending and travel patterns. 

But unemployment is at 9.4 percent and 
expected to top 10 percent, household income 
is dropping, and Americans saw their net worth 
fall by a staggering $1.3 billion in the first quar- 
ter amid declining home values and investment 
portfolios. As a result, many people are opting 
to stay home, AAA said. 

And while gas prices are down from a year 
ago, their recent rise is not helping, AAA 
said.

Hard-core Chicago Fire fans take the soccer 
team’s name seriously— almost too seriously 

Sure, the Fire appreciates the idea of the 
flares. 

How could it not? A 
fan sets one off with a 
pouwfl A second, third 
and fourth follow, and 

suddenly the north 

end of Toyota Park in 

Bridgeview is ablaze in magnesium light. 

It’s a thrilling spectacle, but Fire officials 
worry that someone could get hurt. 

But this is what a team must deal with when 
it has some of the most devoted and passionate 
fans of any Chicago sports team. 

Few show that dedication more than mem- 
bers of Section 8 Chicago, the team’s most 
prominent independent supporters associa- 
tion. 

“They’ve always been there, from Day One,” 
said Fire defender C.J. Brown, who has been 
with the team since its first year in 1998. “Even 
when you’re losing games, they’re right there 
pushing for you to get that goal or fighting for 
you when you go into that tackle. You feel like 
you have an advantage.” 

Section 8 coalesced in 1999, when two exist- 
ing Fire supporter groups— Barn Burners 1871 
and Fire Ultras— both sat in Section 8 at Soldier 
Field, where the Fire first held its home games. 
The group has followed the team as it relocat- 
ed from stadium to stadium, finally landing in 
Toyota Park’s Sections 117 and 118. 

“Basically the whole purpose of the section is 
trying to encourage more people to come to the 
game,” Section 8 treasurer Mario Ortega said. 
“It’s about trying to— not necessarily emulate 
what other soccer supporters do, but try and cre- 
ate an American soccer atmosphere.” 

Section 8 holds parties before games, often 
passing out free food— Ortega passed out slic- 
es of pizza to fans before the June 5 home loss 
against the Houston Dynamo. Scores of tail- 
gaters unaffiliated with the group also come 
to grill, drink and kick soccer balls around. 
Raul Contreras, 35, of Park Forest and 
his friends have been taking part in the 
pregame festivities at every home game 
for two years. 

“I think {soccer fans] are more pas- 
sionate,” he said. “It’s a really good atmo- 
sphere.”

Inside the stadium, it’s a different world. 

Section 8 explodes in a cacophony of songs and 
unfurled banners. One Section 8-er stands on an 
elevated podium, faces away from the game and 
leads the chants, while another in a firefighter’s 
uniform keeps rhythm on drums. And if the con- 
ductor catches you not chiming in on “If you love 
Fire, stand uuup!” or “Chi! Ca! Gooo!” he’ll call 
you out. 

The chants do not stop for the game’s entire 
90 minutes, except when it’s time to cheer. “They 
make it an unbelievable atmosphere,” Fire goal- 
keeper Jon Busch said. 

It’s enough to suck in casual fans like Chicago 
resident Mike Me Cawley His first Fire game was 


the Houston loss. He took his fiance and daughter 
because he’d heard the games were a good time. 
They left impressed with not only the enthusi- 
asm of the fans but also the pace of play 

“They never stop— I didn’t realize that,” said 
McCawley 34. “It’s not like a lot of sports, where 
they have constant timeouts and changes. I didn’t 
realize how intensely physical the game was. 

“... I think it’s something we’d like to go back 
to every year, at least once a season.” 

Fire forward and Arlington Heights native 
Brian McBride played several stints in Europe. 
He said the American shows of support can’t yet 
compete with Europe’s because the professional 
game here is in its infancy 

“It’s something that if you ask somebody in 
Europe who they support, nine times out of 10 
it will be a team that their father or mother or 
another family member supported,” he said. 
“That’s something that hopefully will occur {in 
the States], but, you know, in time.” 

The way the Fire fans celebrate, it might not 
take long. 

“You can make it what you want,” Contreras 
said. “Come with the grill and everything else and 
get the whole experience and not just the game. 

“Just not enough people give it a chance.”

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Lan’s time coming 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 

Their eats: The Old Town restaurant space that once housed 
Heat has had a rough time staying filled since the avant-garde 
sushi spot shuttered a couple of years ago. Red Top Grill barely 
got started before it became BBop 
Lounge, and BBop didn’t make it to 
its first anniversary But if anyone can 
make a go of it on this quiet block 
just south of the Sedgwick “L’ stop, 
Jimmy Ma can. 

Ma built a small restaurant empire 
in the ’80s and ’90s, opening Lan’s, a 
Chinese-American spot, on Armitage 
Avenue in 1980. Then came Lan’s on Clark, Lan’s Too and 
Little Lan’s, which still operates in Winnetka, as well as a 
couple of sushi spots and an upscale Japanese-French seafood 
restaurant. Lan’s was arguably the most successful of the lot, 
so it was the natural choice to recreate in Old Town— which is 
just what Ma did about a month ago. 

On weeknights, Lan’s Old Town is essentially a one-man 
show, with Ma alternating between the kitchen, the phones 
and the dining room, where he greets diners enthusiastically 
He’s happy to make recommendations, but in essence, he’s 
already made them. Any dish with “Lan’s” in the title is a good 
bet, from Lan’s sizzling rice soup ($7.95) to Lan’s garlic shrimp 
($12.95). For a nice hit of heat (be sure to ask for the spicy ren- 


dition), try Lan’s hot spiced pork ($8.95), pencil-thin slices 
of meat and crunchy crinkled long beans in gingery plum- 
hoisin sauce. Other specialties include pan-fried fish dump- 
lings ($6.95) and moo sho dishes ($9.95-$ii.95), which are 
worth trying just for Ma’s handmade pancakes, a specialty 
since the Armitage Avenue days. 

Your drinks: Work a trip to Galleria Liqueurs (1559 N. 

Wells St. 312-867-7070) into your pre-dinner plans and you’ll 
be prepared for anything— the shop even keeps a stack of 
Lan’s menus on hand if you want to make ordering decisions 
on the spot. 

Tbu’ll find a good selection of value wine picks on the front 
table (everything’s $8 -$15) and plenty of beer tucked away in 
back coolers. The six-pack selection is standard fare, but if you 
make your way to the far left corner of the store, you’ll find 
some more interesting large-format bottles. 

If you’re starting with those light fish dumplings, reach for 
a bottle of Hacker-PschorrWeisse ($2.99), a classic example 
of the hefeweizen style with bold citrus notes, a touch of 
spice, and light, lemony crispness to finish. 

Arm yourself for the second course with a couple of 
more versatile bottles such as Coney Island Lager from New 
York’s Shmaltz Brewing Company ($5.99), a light-bodied 
beer with just enough sweet malt to play to the Chinese 
sauces, or Goose Island Red Felt ($6.99), a well-balanced red 
ale from Goose’s Clybourn Heritage Collection that recently
